"All the far flung islands ('f the Ba­ 
ilie will shortly be bound together 
with the invisible chains of wireless 
telegraph}’," writes J. Maync Balti­ 
more in Technical World Magazine 
for June. 
“From tall towers, already 
tanding on the top 
<»f 
California 
mountain, an electric current of un­ 
precedented voltage will flash signals 
which may be heard not only in Ha­ 
waii and far-off Samoa, but even on 
the earstern shores of Japan and the 
Philippines; while, at the same time, 
ships, moving like atoms across the 
face of the waters, may keep in con­ 
stant touch with land. 
“Rising 300 feet into the air, the 
two great towers have just been plac­ 
ed in position on tile very crest of 
Mount Tamalpais, in Marin co un Le, 
California, about twelve miles oil an 
air line north of San Francisco. These 
two gigantic towers were constructed 
and hoisted into position by the Pa­ 


cific Wireless 
Telegraph 
company, 
and are to he used in connection with 
its great Oriental and Pacific Coast 
System. 
“The bases of the towers are *2,600 
feet above sea-level, and are only a 
few miles iii*.in tell ocean. 
From the 
Ionjjr line of glittering breakers, the 
apexes *>f the towers rise 2,qoo feet; 
and they can be distinctly seen for a 
radius of fifteen miles in clear weath­ 
er. 
Perhaps there are no taller wire­ 
less towers in the world, and certain 
iv none occupying st* lofty a posi­ 
tion above sea-level. 
“The current* which will be used 
will have the enormous potential of 
5,000.000 volts and will throw a spark 
fifteen feet lotik.”
